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Continuation of 13. Other: Amended claims 1-6 disclose new combinations of limitations, specifically the new limiation of a "wedge 
prism". This limiation provides new combinations since it does not require that the prism be a lens as previously claimed, thus requiring 
additional searching and consideration. 

Regardless, applicant's arguments filed July 10, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically applicant 
argues that combining Feinbloom '030 with Parker '924 would result in an inoperative device. In response to applicant's argument that 
the combination of the references would result in an inoperative device, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). Specifically, the Feinbloom 
'030 reference is only used to show that it would have been obvious to make the prisms wedge shaped in order to cause deviation of light 
rays as shown in the Final Rejection filed April 10, 2006. 

For applicant's information, the "Declaration" filed July 1 0, 2006 was assumed to be a 1 . 1 32 Affidavit even though it was not labeled as 
such. The affidavit was not timely filed according to MPEP 716.01 , since it was filed after a final rejection and does not show good and 
sufficient reasons why the affidavit or other evidence is necessary and was not earlier presented in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.116(e) and therefore has not been considered by the examiner.
